Rampaging S ii s (j u c- 
hanna Wreaks More 
Havoc Near Har­ 
risburg Area. 


Harrisburg. Pa.. March 9 (AP).— 
A glacier-like ice pack, shoved along i 
at high speed by the force of the 
Susquehanna’s newly freed waters, 
crashed down on the beautiful sum ­ 
mer colony between Rockville and 
Dauphin early Sunday, demolishing 
IO cottages and damaging more than 
40 other properties. 
Beginning at Dauphin, IO miles 
north of Harrisburg, where the river 
comes out of a long bend and starts 1 
its almost straight run down to j 
Chesapeake bay, the thick ice cov- I 
ering gave way early Saturday night 
and piled up until after midnight.. 
Jam m ing over the banks at the ! 
summer colony, the huge ice cakes 
carried everything in their path. I 
crushing the cottages, and then roll- j 
ing up on the im portant W illiam I 
Penn highway. 
Torn From Foundations 
M any of the buildings were torn 
from their foundations and hurled 
info the bed of the old Ponnsylania 
canal, as far as 20 yards in some 
cases. 
In many places the ice piled up 15 
feet high over tho highway and 
workers labored all night to clear 
the road. 
Late Sunday afternoon, 
two lanes of the four-lane artery 
had been opened, although m otorists 
had to drive between walls of ice 
that towered over their cars. 
At Fort H unter, a gasoline station 
pump, imbedded deep in the ground 
was 
ripped 
loose 
and 
throw n 
through a plate-glass window. 
Tells of Glacier’s Speed 
Highway Patrolm an J. M. Evans 
attested to the speed with which the 
virtual glacier moved. 
Astride his 
motorcycle, he saw* the rush of ice 
from the river. He drove into a gas 
station to telephone headquarters 
that it probably would block the 
short underpass at the Rockville 
bridge. 
By tho time he was ready 
to leave, the ice had piled up around 
the door of the station, and had 
frozen shut the underpass. 
Most 
of

cottages between 
Dauphin and Rockville were vacant, 
but w inter residents of the others 
fled during the last two days after 
being warned of the danger. 
At 
Harrisburg, 
meantime, 
al­ 
though there was no danger, the riv­ 
er had opened channels near each 
bank, and the ice blockade in the 
middle gave indications it m ight give 
way soon,

The sight in the moonlight a t­ 
tracted thousands of persons, who 
spent the night watching and listen­ 
ing to the groans of the loosening 
ice. 
Sandwich and coffee sellers 
turned up to give the whole affair a 
carnival atmosphere. 
The w’ater and ice went over the 
river banks along aristocratic FYont 
street, but did not threaten th" resi­ 
dences. among which Is the G uber­ 
natorial mansion, 


Man Burned to 
Death in Blaze

engineer, was burned to death early 
Sunday in a fire in the Carnac 
Baths, a few blocks south of m id­ 
city. 
Butler, who was associated with 
the Edward G. Budd M anufacturing 
company, had retired to a fifth floor 
room only a short time before, after 
getting a massage, during which he 
told the attendant, he was “so tired 
I could sleep forever.” 
More than 300 patrons were in 
the place when Ha* fire began on the 
fifth floor. Several ran to the street 
without clothing, hastily wrapping 
towels about themselves. 
Flee men. asleep on the fifth floor, 
were awakened and rushed from the 
building. Firem en fought their way 
to the fifth floor and found B utler's 
body in a corridor. 
He apparently 
had collapsed as he sought to escape. 
T he blaze swept tjhe fifth floor 
and travelled to the fourth and third 
floors before it was brought under 
control.
